He spoke on the basis of his 8% 
years experience with the sheep 
and with the realization of the 
fact that two million fur pelts 
are imported annually to supply 
the demand. 

‘Tt will take at least 10,000 
Karasxl sheep to supply the Los 
Angeles market,” Mr. Hemingway 
said, and added: “This valley 
should become the center of the 
fur-producing industry.” Only a 
few hundred sheep are in this dis- 
trict now, 

FARM ON BENSON 

The Karakul fur farm was es- 
tablished by Mr. Hemingway on 
Benson avenue at Thirteenth 
street in recent years. The herd 
there now totals 340 head, includ- 
ing an addition this week of 28 
sheep Mr. Hemingway recently 
purchased. Some of the sheep 
are owned by individuals and are 
kept on the farm on a commercial 
basis. The local pioneer in the 
fur-production industry, however, 
owns a large number in the rap- 
idly-increasing herd. 

“The speaker sees possibilities 
in the industry because of the de- 
mand for fur, because of the sup- 


ply being imported and because | 


of the ease with which the sheep 
can be raised. Pelts are obtain- 
ed from day-old lambs. Care of 
the valuable sheep is similar to 
the common variety of sheep, he 
said.

Mr. Hemingway’s business has 
increased to the point where he 
has established a retail store and 
has engaged a resident furrier to 
show garments and to serve the 
general retail-buying public.

A cousin, Dr. Kenneth Oglesby, 
medical missionary, and his wife, 
were seriously injured by an Ital- 
ian air raid a month ago.

of the injured missionary, con- 
tained the news that the Ogles- 
bys were still alive. The rela- 
tives of the Upland woman were 
serving under the Baptist board 
of foreign missions.

Legal Notice—City’s Tax Rate Ordinance 





ORDINANCE NO. 3821 


An Ordinance Fixing the Rate 
and Levying a Property Tax 
for the Current Fiscal Year 


Upon All Property Within the | 


City of Upland, California, with 
Exceptions Relating to Certain 
Areas, for the Purposes of 
Maintaining the Said Municipal 
Government of the City. 





The City Council of the City of 


Upland, California, does ordain 
as follows: 
Section One. That the rate of 


taxation for the current fiscal 
year in the City of Upland, State 
of California, is hereby fixed at 
the sum of $1.09 upon each One 
Hundred Dollars of the assessed 
valuation of all of the taxable 
property within the corporate 
limits of said municipality, as 
assessed by the County Assessor 
and returned by the County Aud- 
itor; and such rate and such 
amount thus designated in dollars 
and cents are hereby levied as 
the tax upon each One Hundred 
Dollars valuation within said cor- 
porate limits for the current fis- 
cal year, 

Section Two, That such entire 
fate and levy of $1.09 on each 
One Hundred Dollars valuation 
as aforesaid, is hereby segregat- 
ed, divided and set apart as fol- 
lows for the several purposes 
mentioned, that is to say: 

$0.46 thereof for the General 
Fund; 

$0.28 thereof for the payment 
of such obligations as may be- 
come due and payable on muni- 

cipal bonds issued by said City 

of Upland and interest there- 
on; 

$0.20 thereof for the purpose 
of the maintenance of parks, 
this amount being levied pur- 
suant to and in accordance with 

the authorization of the elect- 
ors of said City at a special 
ejection held for that purpose; 

$0.15 thereof for the special 

purpose of maintaining the pub- 

. lic library established in said 
City. 

Section Three. The foregoing 
rate and tax are hereby found, 
established and declared to be 
necessary for the purpose of 
maintaining the government of 
such municipality and for the 
other special purposes in this Or- 
dinance specified for the current 
fiscal year. 

Section Four. Provided, how- 
ever, that the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall relate to all of 
the territory within the said 
City of Upland, and to all of the 
taxable property within such 
municipal area, save that in re- 
spect of all present bonded in- 
debtedness of said municipality

PRACTICE EACH DAY 


Each day from 12:30 to 1:15 
p.m., the Upland junior high 
school orchestra practices. In 
many instances, students cannot 
afford private lessons, and there- 
fore most of their instruction 
must be gained at school. Mr. 
Jones gives individual help to as 
many students as possible. He 
teaches each morning at Chaf- 
fey high school and devotes his 
afternoons to Upland. <A band 
is to be organized at the junior 
high school for the first time 
this year. 

The Upland Elementary school 
orchestra is not organized as yet 
this year, but it will probably not 
practice more than twice a week. 
Mr. Jones also directs this or- 
chestra.

Mrs. Kelly and her husband 
came to Los Angeles in 1901 from 
New Lexington, Ohio, where 
Judge Kelly presided as superior 
court judge. Mrs. Kelly at that 
time was active in public affairs 
and after Judge Kelly’s, death 
she continued her political and 
women’s club work and she was 
a member of the state welfare 
board during Governor Richard- 
son’s encumbency. 

Mrs. Kelly resided for a time 
on San Antonio Heights and be- 
came well known locally. She 
also lived for several years in 
Cucamonga, being engaged as 
editor of the Cucamonga Times, 
which had been established a few 
years before. She served the 
community in the capacity of 
editor of the newspaper from 
about 1913 until shortly after the 
United States entered the World 
war. Her brilliant mind was rec- 
ognized not only locally, but 
throughout the southland, as well, 
her editorials being widely quot- 
ed in the press of the state. 

A number of years ago Mrs. 
Kelly went to Los Angeles to re- 
side. She was 83 years old at 
the time of her death. 

Surviving Mrs. Kelly are two 
daughters, Mrs. Thorpe and Mrs. 
Jean Kelly Strickler, and a son, 
Donald Kelly, and her sister, Mrs. 
Granger. 

The funeral service was held 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon at St.

is now at sea, returning to Shang- 
hai. America is almost the only 
safe place left in the world,” she 
said. © 

Mrs. Mei and three children, a 
son attending business college; a 
daughter, who is a junior at Po- 
mona college, and another young- 
er daughter, are living in Clare- 
mont. 

Mrs. Mei’s topic was ‘Women 

f China”. Her subject gave her 
an opportunity to explain the part 
that the missionary education 
movement in China has played, in- 
asmuch as it has been the means 
of opening up new worlds for wo- 
men. 

“The achievements of women in 
China in the last decade are al- 
most unbelievable,” she said. 
, “Women are now admitted to all 
! professions and occupy important 
posts in government and industry. 
Their progress is all the more re- 
markable because women in China 
had to overcome older, more firm- 
ly fixed traditions than in almost 
any other country.” 

Historically, however, says Mrs. 
Mei, women have not always been 
suppressed. One thousand years 
ago women occupied a more im- 
portant role. The Manchu dyn- 
; asty, however, exalted the male.” 
| In conclusion, Mrs. Mei implor- 
ed the audience ‘not to abandon 
the missionary work.” She quot- 
ed Pearl Buck as saying that the 
hope of the Chinese lies in their 
superior “tranquil” philosophy, 
which will eventually triumph over 
the so-called genius of the Jap- 
anese.

“Why is our migrant labor prob- 
lem worse than it was when the 
; Chinese, Mexicans and Filipinos 
lived in labor camps?” asked the 
speaker. The answer he gave was 
“We do not mind if aliens starve 
to death, but when our own citi- 
zens starve to death, someone is 
going to make a racket, and we 
don’t like a racket.” 

“Migrants are not welcomed in 


Dr, F. J. White, former presi- 
dent of Shanghai university, spoke 
any of the towns near which they 


following Mrs. Mei’s address. He 
emphasized the cultural heritage 
of the Chinese, reminding his aud- 
ience that their civilization ante- 
dated ours by thousands of years.

5. That Treasure Island, now 
the site of the Exposition, be 
maintained as an army or navy 
depot. 

6. That steps be taken to pro- 
tect California’s huge oil storage 
tanks and pipe lines, in coopera- 
tion with the federal government. 

7. That at least some of the 
ferries on San Francisco Bay be 
retained as a standby service in 
the event the bridges are bombed 
or otherwise rendered unservice- 
able. 

Between now and _ January, 
when the Legislature meets, there 
will doubtless be many other de- 
velopments. But those, at least, 
are some of the steps which are 
now contemplated to fortify Cali- 
fornia’s home defense.
